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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place tlie application in condition for allowance because: The Applicant stated that, "Widegren fails to 
disclose or teach all the claimed limitations of independent claim 1 . In response to the Applicant, the Applicant needs to state explicitlly 
which limitation Widegren fails to teach instead of recited claim 1 . Moreover, the Applicant stated that , "Widegren falls to teach the 
method of mapping between logical channel and transport channel as stated in claim 1", In response to the Applicant, the claimed 
limitation for which the Applicant relied upon is not recite in claim 1. Therefore, the argument is not persuasive. Regarding claim 18, the 
Applicant stated that, "Widegren fails to teach the method comprising mapping betwenn logical channels and transport channels, wherein 
the mapping is a function of a media acces layer". In response to the Applicant, Widegren's communication system teach that the radio 
link layer which maybe divided into two layers: a logical link layer and a radio link control (RLC)/media acces control (MAC) layer (see fig. 
7). Widegren stated various radio access bearers may be mapped at the logical link layer and/or RLC/MAC layers (see col. 13/ln. 45-47). 
Widegren further stated that the mapping of radio access bearers onto physical transport channels is based on one or more parameters 
including quality of services and/or current traffic condition (see abstract, col. 6/ln. 8-21). 
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
